The 
club was an extension of the Graduate Association of the Buffalo 
Seminary at 95 Johnson Park. The new club bought the Delaware 
Avenue Baptist Church at their present location and spent

Jesse Ketchum, who was a tanner, came to Buffalo in 1845. He purchased a lot on 
North Street for his home when North Street at Delaware Avenue was the boundary be- 
tween Buffalo and Black Rock, He then bought frontage on Delaware Avenue with the 
hope of building a church and Sunday School there. The hope was deferred for a time, 
but an organization of trustees and interested people was formed and the name West- 
minster Society was given to it. The purpose of the Society was to plan for building 
the church. 

The name Westminster is of sound ecclesiastical origin. It wes derived from the 
Westminster Assembly, a Church Court authorized by the Long Parliament in London 
in the reign of King Charles I. The Assembly sat in the Burough of Westminster in 
London from 1643-1649 for the purpose of agreeing on Articles of Faith and a Consti- 
tution of Government for the Presbyterian Church, These were Puritan divines who were 
in defiance of Ving Charles and Archbishop Laud of the Church of England. The West— 
minster Confession of Faith has come down through history practically unchanged from 
that ancient assembly. 

Finally, in 1858, the biilding of the present church was begun. A.M. Wilcox was the 
architect, and Henry Rumrill was the master mason. The total cost of the building was 
$19,200, and this included the erection of a two story chapel in the rear. 

The corner stone was laid in August of that year. Deposited in a box underneath it 
were seventeen articles including the following:

20. One of three remining houses at the North and Delaware street corner designed 
by McKim, Meade and White. The fourth, which stood at the southwest corner of the 
intersection, was torn down to build a Howard Johnson's Restaurant. 125 North Street 
is the earliest of the houses and is designed in the Shingle style which at the time 
was termed a modernized Colonial Revival. Mrs. Erzelia T. Metcalfe lived here from 
1885 to 1904 along with Dr. Francis T. Metcalfe and George S. Metcalfe. The house 

wAS converted to a rooming house in the 1920's and was used as such until 1979 when 
it was sold to the Latowbin Corp.. 

"The house was originally commissioned in July 1882, and was completed by 
March 17, 1884 when the final bills were paid. The house itself cost $17,756.79 
and the special interior work cost $5706.92. On top of this, the architects were 
paid a commission. The architect incharge was probably Stanford White. 

The house is very important in the development of McKim, Mead and White's 
work for it is an illustration of their attempt to move away from the informal 
Shingle style towards a more evocative image. Some critics have criticized 
the house as not being enough of a "shingle style" building, but I think that 
indicates a basic misunderstanding of the direction of their work. At the time, 

Fhe Buffalo Real Estate & Builders Monthly, (January, 1886) p. 3, noted "'the 

style might be called a somewhat conventionalized'early colonial!'' The article goes 
onto speak of the early colonial style, and concludes: "It is substantial, and plain 
almost to homeliness; the long, steep pitch of its red tiled roof suggesting 

ample provision made against the rigors of a northern winter.'' At about the same 
time George William Sheldon in ARTISTIC OCOUNTRY SEATS (1886-87), a lavish volume of 
major architectral designs from the period, notes the house was 2 superb 

example of the new individuality in American architecture and signpost of the 
future. Then in 1895 Russell Sturgis writing in GREAT AMERICAN ARCHITECTS for 

The Architectural Record highly praised the house for its "spontaneous" 

appearance. 

The house for its time was recognized as being of major importance, and I 
think it should be so recognized. It falls between McKim, Mead and White's 
less academic earlier works and the more formal later stuff such as the 
Williams houses. The interior woodwork is of special importance.''1

the main section was done in a different type of wood including 
cherry and oak. In 1893 Joseph J, Jones moved to Buffalo and 
bought the house. He was born in Philadelphia on June 11, 1842. 
At the age of 19 he enlisted in the Civil War and was assigned 

to the 91st Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry. At Cold Harbor he 

was wounded in both feet, injuries he never fully recovered from. 
Promoted to quarter master sergeant at Alexandria, Virginia. He 
later attained the ranks of Second Lieutenant, first lieutenant, 
and captain. At the close of the war he entered the oil fields of 
Pennsylvania and became one of the leaders of the oil industry. 
When he moved to Buffalo in 1893 he became president of the 
Niagara Gorge Railroad Company. His widow lived in the house after 
his death in 1916 until she died in 1920. Woodfrod Stewart, who 
was in the real estate husiness bought the house and owned it 
until the present owner, Philip Ransom, bought it in 1958. After 
the Pan American Exposition of 1901 closed, the Jones bought an 
arabian mosque that had been exhibited and installed in the 

second floor of the house at an estimated cost of $20,000. It is 
believed that the-Jones' used it as a card room when entertaining 
guests, The carriage house and caretakers cottage in the rear of 
the property were built around 1891. They are both two story frame 
with gable roofs and Stick Style in design. The sunporch at the 
rear of the house was added around 1920. A garage was added at the 
same time, The second floor guest quarters and third floor are now 
apartments with the main section as the owners residences.

EMMANUEL TEMPLE: CHURCH OF THE PENTECOSTAL ASSEMBLIES OF THE WORED 


ARCHITECT: Frank Kent 


Emmanuel Temple was originally built as Temple Bethel. The congregation 
began on May 9, 1847 when twelve Jews met in the Western Hotel at»Péarl 
and Terrace Streets. It was the first Jewish congregation between New 
York City and Chicago. The first synagogue was on the top floor)of the 
Hoyt Building, at Main and Eagle. A burial plot was purchased bounded 
by Fillmore, Gibson, Sycamore, and Broadway. On July 22, 1850, the 
congregation's second synagogue, a school at Pearl and Eagle, was bought 
remodeled. In January 1854 the congregation was bequest $3000 by Judah 
Town who died in New Orleans. Tablets honoring his memory were made and 
have been moved to subsequent synagogues. In January 1865 fire and smoke 
from the burning American Hotel on Main Street, damaged the synagogue. 
However, the congregation was not able to afford a new synagogue for 
nine years. On August 15, 1874 the dedication of a new $4000 synagogue 
on Elm between Eagle and North Division Street took place. Four years 
later the congregation took a radical step and allowed men and women to 
sit together at Sabbath services. Over thirty years later the Elm Street 
Synagogue was sold and while the new synagogue was being built, services 
were held in the home of Joseph Saperston on Fargo Avenue. 


The site for the new synagogue was choosen because members wanted it to 
be within walking distance of their Fast side homes. Members of the 
Synagogue took a walk from the Elm Street synagogue and when they had 
walked forty minutes, to the Richmond Street site, they decided that, 
that would be the location for the new synagogue. 


The cornerstone ceremony was July 24, 1910 and the Temple dedication took 
place on September 7, 1911. In 1926 the congregation dedicated its 
section in the Pine Hill Cemetery and a chapel was designed by Louis 
Greenstein. During World War II $20,000 was spent for renovations to 

the auditorium, chapel, and temple center. In 1966 the congregation moved 
to Tonawanda. 


Emanuel Temple of the Pentecostal Assemblies of the World Congregation 
began in 1939. In the church at 361 North Oak, former location of 
Annunciation Hellenic Orthodox Church, because of a planned expressway. 
Emmanuel Temple bought the Richmond Street synagogue and moved in during 
1966.

Mr. and Mrs. Spencer Kellog lived here from 1887 to 1904, when they 
moved to 805 Delaware Avenue. Spencer Kellog was born on June 16, 1851 
in West Galaway, Montgomery County, New York. His parents were Lauren 
Kellog, who died when Spencer was 24 years old,and Elizabeth Miller 
who was a school teacher from Glasgow Scotland. In 1875 Spencer married 
Jane Morris of Amsterdam N.Y. After their marriage, they moved 

to Des Moines Iowa, but by 1879 they had moved to Buffalo. He founded 
the company of Kellog and McDougal which later became Spencer Kellog 
and Sons. The company was a direct descendant of his great grandfather, 
Supplina Kellog's linseed oil business founded in 1824. Spencer's 
company was concerned with the manufacture of brooms, paints, and 
varnishes, white lead,iron and steel. oleomargarine and the operation 
of various grain elevators. Aside, from linseed oil, which was one of 
his more important interests, he produeed castor oil, coconut oil, 

and had large refineries for the treating of various oils. 


Mr. Kellogg was an anonymous (until his death) benefactor of the 
Institution for Character Education. He sponsored educational com- 
petitions for the best children's code of morals. He was very active 
in the little community church at Jerusalem Corners, near Derby, 
where he had a summer home for over thirty years. 


Mr. Kellogg was a "'family'' man. He took great pride in his seven 


married children, eighteen grand children, and three great grand- 
children, all of whom lived nearby in Buffalo. Mr. Kellogg died at 
age seventy-one on November 14, 19292.

Lyman Metcalfe Bass was born in Buffalo. His parents were Lyman 
K. Bass and Frances E. Metcalfe, daughter of James H. Metcalfe. 
The family moved to Colorado Springs where Lyman attended school 
In 1897 he graduated from Yale and in 1900 from Harvard Law School. 
In 1902 he entered the law office of Bissel, Carey and Cooke, the 
successor of a firm in which his father and Grover Cleveland were 
once partners. In 1904 he married Grace Holland. In 1906 he 
entered the firm. By 1950 the firm had adpoted the name Kenefick, 
Bass, Letchworth, Blady and Phillips. Mr. Bass was US District 
Attorney for Western New York from 1906-1908, when he resigned to 
resume private practice. He fought in both the Spanish-American 
War and World War I. Mr. Lyman was interested in sports. Several 
times he was The Buffalo City Squash Racquette Champion. He was 

a member of the Boone and Crockett Club of New York City. He 
frequently hunted grizzly bear, mountain sheep and Rocky mountain 
goat in the west. He died at age 79 on July 9, 1955. 


Grace Holland Bass was the daughter of Nelson and Susan Clark 
Holland. She was educated at the Buffalo Female Academy and Castle 
School on the Hudson. In 1904 she married Lyman M. Bass with whom 
she had three daughters. She served as a Red Cross Volunteer working 
during the War. She was a founder and member of the Garrett Club 
and a member of the Buffalo Country Club. She was a member of the 
Westminister Presbyterian Church from 1896 until her death on March 
19, 1960.

Entered 
law offices of Greene, McMillan, Gluck and Pooley in 1884, Three 
years later admitted to bar. 1889 he became a member of the firm 
and continued legalpractice until 1902. He withdrew to become 
associated with his father-in-law. Frank H. Goodyear, in the 
administration of huge coal, lumber and railroad projects in Penn. 
Appointed counsel Buffalo and Susquehanna Roilroad, later he was 
president of the Goodyear Lumber Co. and the Buffalo and Susque- 
hanna Cole Co. Also the director of Great Southern Lumber and the 
Erie County Savings Bank. He was Kentucky Colonel on the staff 

of Governor, Ruby Laffon, admiral in Kentucky Navy. Locally he 
was known as "the father of Golf". He laid out the first nine- 
hole golf course in the city. In 1921 he became president of 
Buffalo District Golf Association. 


From 1884-1890 champion tennis player in hte territory between 
Buffalo Syracuse and Toronto. 1903 winner of international tennis 
tournament in Switzerland. He was the originators of the movement 
in Buffalo to coordinate the businessman's groups and taxpayers 
organizations, which were striving for a lower tax rate. The 
movement grew into information of the United Taxpayers League, Inc. 


Some of his hobbies included slide collect ing over 6,000 in 
collection. Member of Buffalo Microscopical Society and a fellow 
of the Royal Microscopical Society of London. England. 


His brother, the late Chauncey Mitchell Depew was United States 
consul at Palmero. Governor Lehman appointed Depew a member of 

the Erie County Survey Commission. At time of death serving second 
term as president of Buffalo of Commerce. Cahmber of Commerce 
preclaimed Depew "Buffalo's No. 1 Citizen". He was an honorary 
member of the Society of the Cincinnati, the aristocrat of all 
patriotic societies. Mr. and Mrs. John Bush lived here in 1883. 
Mrs. Myron P. Bush owned the house in 1891.

the Young plan for reparations settlements. 


Every one of the five cases that came up during Mr. Cooke's tenure was settled 
by unanimous agreement. In 1926 he was elected to the Reparations Commission 

and served 20 months. He was made officer of Legion of Honor by France. He 

was made an officer in the Order of Leopold by the King of Belgium and also 

made an officer in the Order of Saints Maurice Lazare by Italy. Cooke served 

as Chancellor of the University of Buffalo from 1920 until Capen became Chancellor 
In 1926 he was given the Chancellor Norton Medal for distinguished community 
service. 


He was associated with the directorship of Marine Midland, Marine Trust, Great 
Southern lumber, Pierce Arrow Motor Car Co., Seneca Amusement Co. , Buffalo 
Niagara and Eastern Power Co., Pratt and Lambert Inc., NY Telephone Co., and 
Lake Erie Trading Corp. 


He was president of the NY State Bar Association and the Erie County Bar 
Association. He had two children. Katherine Porter and Carlton P. Cooke.

Since then many of the houses 
have been torn down for office and apartment buildings, while others have 
been adapted for institutional or commercial use. Carolyn Jewett Tripp 
Clement lived here in 1910. 


Carolyn Jewett Tripp was Born in Buffalo July 19, 1861. Mrs, Clement 
was the daughter of Mr, and Mrs, Augustus Tripp. Her father a prominent 
businessman, was the original partner of Sidney Sheppard in the firm of 
Sidney Sheppard & Co,, now known as the Republican Metalware Company. 


Mrs, Clement was graduated from the State Normal School, now the Buffalo 
State Teachers College, and then spent a year in Europe studying piano 
and traveling. 


An accomplished musician, she played the harp and organ as the piano. 
She always was deeply interested in, gardening and travel. On March 27, 
1884 she was married, to Mr. Clement, a man who achieved great eminence 
in comunity affairs,.not only through his banking interests, 

but through his devotion to educational, charitable 
religious and industrial affairs. She and Mr, Clement had six children. 
He died March 26, 1913, the day before their 29th wedding anniversary and 
before the Delaware Avenue residence was completed, 


Probably the institution closest to Mrs. Clement's heart was Westminister 
Church, of which she had been a member of for 67 years. She always was 
active in social work in Westminister Committee House, the center in Monroe 
St. maintained by the thurch, and twice she served as president of the 
Women's Parish Society. She also generously supported Westminister Hospital 
in Iran, 


In 1914 she and her family gave the land for Westminister Church's parish 
house, In the same year she endowed the Chair of Christian Methods in 
Yale University's School of Religion, In memory of her daughter she opened 
a summer camp for under privileged children at Angola in 1918 and called 

it the Marion Clement Tener Vacation House. 


Mrs. Clement contributed a total of $80,000 to the University of Buffalo, 
in addition to gifts made by her family, She gave $50,000 in the 1920 
endownent campaign, $5,000 to the building fund for Edmund Hayes Hall in 
1926 and $25,000 in the 1929 endownent campaign. 


Mrs. Clement was in the first group of women elected to. the Council of the 
University of Buffalo, For 21 years Mrs. Clement took an active interest 
in university affairs, serving especially on the Buildings and Grounds 
Committee, 


Mrs, Clement also was member of the local board of the State Teachers 
College, was a trustee of the Buffalo General Hospital and a past president 
of the Twentieth Century Club, In WW IT she was active in the Liberty 
Loan campaigns, 


Her most notable contribution to the community was the gift of her palatial 
home at 786 Delaware Avenue to the American Red Cross in June 1941, Erected 





in 1910 at a cost of $300,000, the home was the scene of many important 
social functions and the gathering place of leaders in the city's life 
for 30 years. Its Tudor. architecture permitted such unusual features 
as a 14 story music room, with organ; interior walls of limestone, and 
a garage heating plant connected to the house by a 4-foot tunnel. The 
home has became the Red Cross Chapter House and center of its myriad

Mrs. Seymour H. Knox lived here in 1917 to 1923, when she moved to 
57 Oakland which is directly behind this house. At one time the backyards 
of the two houses were landscaped as one. Mrs. Knox, the former Grace 
Millard of Detroit, met her husband-who at the time of his death in 1915 
was vice-president of the Woolworth Co., and chairman of the board of the 
Marine Trust Co—when he came to Buffalo on a vacation trip with a party 
of girls. They married in 1890. Grace Knox was about 54 when her 
husband died on the eve of the start of the new house. They were living 
at 1035 Delaware Avenue. 


The entrance at 806 Delaware Avenue, as in many Buffalo houses, is at the 
side, to the north, and is covered by a handsome porte-cochere.

20. Excellent example of the Greek Revival Style as it was built around 
the turn of the century. Delaware Avenue became the city's most prestigious 
streets at the end of the 19th century thus most of the city's largest 
residences can be found on this street. The original owner was George V. 
Foreman, an early oil magnate. He was born near Milford, NJ. 1841. After 
graduating from Princeton in 1861 he practiced law in Trenton, NY. Later 
he moved to Oil City, PA. where with Capt. JJ Vandergrift he established 
the Oil City Trust Co. Mr. Foreman was president for a time, while a 
resident in Olean he being a member of the Board of the Exchange National 
Bank of Olean, organized the Faster Oil Co. incorporated in West Virginia. 
He then came to Buffalo to be president of the company. 


In 1893 he founded Fidelity Trust Co., which he stayed associated with until 
1910. He also supported the WNY home fo the protection of homeless and 
dependent children at Randolph, 


George V. Foreman sold the mansion to Oliver Cabana Jr. shortly after it 

was built Cabana was born in IslandPond, Vermont in 1865 of French Canadian 
parents. At 14 he came to Buffalo where he took a business course at 

Bryant and Stratton. At 20 he organized the Buffalo Specialty Company, 
makers of household articles. Cabana prospered and established two factories 
in Buffalo, also in Canada, England and Germany. Sales went into the millions 
and the name was changed to the Liquid Veneer Company. Cabana became the 
official head of all the industries with which he-was connected. He developed 
the Wright-Hargreaves Gold Mine in Kirkland Lake, Ontario. He was chairman 
of Liberty Bank of Buffalo, and was responsible for its building. He 
developed the Sun Diet Health Foundation, in East Aurora, and wrote books on 
health. In cooperation with Dr. Joseph Burke, he built and developed 

- Central.Park Hospital. - He assisted in the development of Cansius College. 

He managed the campaign for Gov. Alfred E. Smith in Buffalo and Erie County 
in 1928. He was premanent chairman of the Democratic -State Convention and 
was the’ director of the following institutions: Bflo. Foundation, American 
Forestry Assoc., Niagara Frontier Planning Assoc., National Reivers and 
Harbors Congress, Qeseur Oil Corp. and Bflo. Municipal Research Bureau. In 
addition, he bred, developed and drove race horses in Elma and breed Holstein 
cattle. He was in commission of the State Reservation at Niagara, vice. ; 
chairman of the State Board of Housing. Cabana twice declined mayoral 
nomination and was twice presidential elector. 


~-On the first floor there is a formal stairhall which is lighted by two

The second floor sleeping rooms have a bath and dressing room 
which have cupboards with enclosed shelves and drawers extending 
from floor to ceiling. Bathrooms are white marble. 


There are three safes in the house. In the front bedroom . 
occupied by Mrs. Mathews is a small safe for jewelry. There is ; 
a large safe small safe for jewelry. There is a large safe in 
the pantry for silver. And a third one is located in the small 
first floor room that was Mr. Mathews den. 


The six room cottage behind the house predates the house by a 
number of years. It was the home of former Buffalo mayor 
Jonathan Scoville. When Scoville lived here the property ex- 
tended from Delaware to Richmond Avenue. Mathews bought the 
cottage from Scoville and he and Mrs. Mathews occupied it for 
a few years before building the larger house. 


George B. Mathews started from humble beginnings. He made his 
fortune in the flour milling industry along with partner 

Jacob Schoellkopf. The partner installed the first rolling 
mills, as opposed to millstones, in the northeast. In 1877 

he assisted in developing power plant in Niagara Falls which 
increased the milling companys influence. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Mathews lived until they were 95. Mrs. 
Mathews was identified with Musical organizations of Buffalo 
and waS a member of the Twentieth Century Club, Garret Club, 





and Buffalo Country Club. The Mathews gave one million dollars to 
the Buffalo YMCA to be used chiefly to make YMCA facilities 
available to Black men and boys. They also gave money to Buffalo 
Academy of Fine Arts and the Music School of the University of 
Buffalo. 


In 1942 after George Mathews death the property was sold to the 
children's Aid Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to children as 
a home for Children with emotional problems.

20. In 1873 when Mr. Richmond bought this pr operty, it extended back 
to Richmond Avenue, which was given its present name in 1879 in honor 
of him. In 1887 the original Richmond family home was burned to the 
ground. The following year the present mansion was built. 


Jewett M. Richmond was president of the Marine Bank, director of the 
Buffalo Board of Trade, and member of the City Council. He was asked 
to accept the nomination. for mayor, but declined in favor of his good 
friend, Grover Cleveland. 


During the panic of 1873, Richmond built the Buffalo and Jamestown 


Railroad. His interests also included the Buffalo Southwestern Roailroad 
and the Buffalo Gas Light Company. He was a founder of the Buffalo Club 


and active in the Country Club of Buffalo. He was a trustee of the 
Charity Organization Society, a leader in the Yound Men Association, 
from which the Public Library developed, and a generous contributor to 
the Buffalo Historical Society, Society of Natural Sciences and the 
Academy of Fine Arts. 


In 1918 Thomas B. Lockwood bought and remodeled the mansion. Lockwood 
is remembered chiefly for his gift of the Lockwood Memorial Library 
and his book collection to the University of Buffalo. He established 
a chair of music at University of Buffalo in memory of his wife Marion 
Birge Lockwood. He served on the board's of directors or trustees of 
the Buffalo State Teachers College, Buffalo Historical Society, Gros- 
venor Library, Buffalo Seminary and Union College of Schenectady. He 
retired at an early age form his law practice with his father, Daniel 
Lockwood, who was a congressman, and later US Attorney General of New 
York. 


Lockwood published privately two little known works: Robert Louis 
Stevenson's the Castaways of Soledad and ten love letters of Eugene 
Field. 


Lockwood died in August 1947. His widow remained in the house until 1950 


when she sold it to the Catholic Diocese of Buffalo for $52,000. The 
home was converted to the Mother of Mary Retreat House., In 1969 it 
was converted again, this time as a preparatory Seminary for'‘Boys.

Charles W. Goodyear, is the original owner. He was a trustee of the 
Buffalo Normal School, now Buffalo State, an organizing director of the 
Pan-American Exposition, and a president of the Buffalo Club. Goodyear 
made his fortune in the lumber business. He owned lumber tracts in 
Louisianna, Mississippi and Pennsylvania. He died in 1911. 


Ella Conger Goodyear, wife of Charles, lived here until her death in 
1940. She conducted Bible classes in her home and was the author of 
The Journey of Jesus. 





Shortly after Mrs. Goodyear's death, the mansion was sold to the Blue 
Cross Corp., which made slight alterations and occupied the mansion 
until its sale to the Catholic Diocese of Buffalo in 1950 for $85,100. 
In 1953 and 1959 additions to the mansion were built. The building is 
presently Bishop McMahon High School. 


Edward B. Green designed the Goodyear mansion at a cost of $225,000. 
The large reception hall has a marble mantel ornamented with a relief 
sculpture, "Life" by Karl Bitter, sculptor of the lions at the base of the 


McKinley Monument. “The relief weighs two tons and is placed on a 
foundation extending to the cellar. The library, hallways, and living 
room were paneled in walnut. Mr. and Mrs. Goodyear's bedrooms were 
paneled with solid mahogany. 


Today all the rooms of the mansion have been converted to classrooms. 


The adjoining bathrooms to the eleven bedrooms are used as locker rooms 
for students.

The building is constructed with a skeleton frame work of built-up 
timbers, formed and interlocked in such a manner as to make it 
exceedingly strong. It is composed of dry scantlings and plankings, 
dressed to uniform size and and dowelled together with wire nails. 
This frame is covered with matched plankings, dressed, forming the 
interior wall finish. This is covered externally with damp proof 
felting and faced with an epidermis of pressed brick work, anchored 
to this wood framing.

20. The home at 1272 Delaware was built in 1913 by the architectural firm of 
Green Wicks for Mr. and Mrs, Albert F. Laub. Laub was president of George 
Laub's Sons, tanners, a business which was founded by his grandfather, George 
C. Laub, in 1846. Laub was vice-president of the Tanners Council of America, 
a member of the Board of Commissioners of the City Hospital, vice-president 
of the board of trustees of the Nichols School, secretary of the Buffalo Fine 
Arts Academy, director of the Buffalo Art School, and a trustee of the YMCA. 
Laub died at age 51 in 1921. His wife, four sons, all of whom were involved 
in the family business, and daughter continued to live in the house after his 
death. In June1942 Mrs. Laub gave the house to the Council of Churches as 

a memorial to her late husband. The Council is an organization of over 150 
churches. It was organized in April 1913. 


The house was originally built on two acres of land, surrounded by an iron 
fence. It had a brick driveway and brick walks. The garden behind the house 
had a fountain, and tennis courts. Today, a large section of the garden is 
a parking lot. The main floor has a living room facing Delaware Ave., a sun 
room on the south, a dining room and library. The basement has an assembly 
roam with fireplace and stage, and a seating capacity of 200. The exterior 
of the house is limestone, much of it quarried near Williamsville. 


The Laub home is an site of the old Jubilee Water Works. Formed in 1826, the 
Water Works supplied water to the Black Rock area through hollowed out logs used 
as pipes. Later the works extended to include parts of Buffalo. The water 
works continued to supply water to Black Rock until 1890 when Lake Erie became 
the water supply. At that time the water works was rerouted to the Gates Circle 


fountain, Delaware Park Lake, and Forest Lawn Cemetery. When the property 
was sold, proceeds were applied to the construction of the Jubilee Library on 
Niagara Street in Black Rock. The deed to this property contained a clause 
prohibiting use of the water by the owners of the property.

GATES CIRCLE FOUNTAIN 


Gates Circle was originally called Chapin Place and was a circular 
park at the intersection of Lafayette Avenue and Dleaware Avenue. 
In 1902 Mrs. Charles Pardee offered to donate a dountain to the 
city of Buffalo to be located in Chapin Place, in memory of her 
parents Mr. and Mrs. George B. Gates. Gates was owner of the 
Ellicott Square Building. 


After considerable Opposition to the project by men of the GAR 

who disapproved the changing of the name from Chapin Place to Gates 
Circle, the Fountain was finished and Operating in September, 1903. 
The area was originally named in honor of Colonel E.P, Chapin 

who fought inthe Civil War. 


The fountain has sustained jamage from vandals and other causes. 
But has survived intact. In 1972 a traffic improvement program 
called for the relocation of the fountain. This plan was abandoned 
after the area was apporved for Landmark Designation by the
